no discernible reason, singing 
and dancing. 


But despite the help from oth- 


ers, it was Miss Streisand's eve- 
ning. She came on as a German 
opera star singing Liebestraum, 
complete with accent and in the 
same bit played a little boy so- 
prano and wound up singing a 
duet with herself. 


The low point of the program 


was a Shakespearean spoof, a 
very elaborate thing with Ro- 
bards and Miss Streisand play- 
ing the principal roles in "The 
Tempest."

rhetoric,

the tiny stage but it 


failed to come off amusingly. 


The high point arrived with 


Miss Streisand, in a stunning 
Mae West costume of black vel- 
vet and white ostrich feathers.

ian, Chinese and Jewish fami- 
lies where youngsters generally 
get their introduction to alcohol- 
ic beverages "In the home In a 
relatively routine and unemo- 
tional manner," 


"People brought up in totally 


abstinent traditions who later 
take up drinking apparently are 
more likely to become problem 
drinkers," the commission com- 
mented.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - An ex- 


plosion and fire destroyed a 
terminal owned by the head of 
the National Steel Carriers As- 
sociation today, and rocks, bul- 
lets and firebombs

forced a view that hopes for a 
quick settlement of the two- 
month-old strike by thousands 
of steel haulers were sputtering 
out. 


The trucking company execu- 


tives have split Into two groups. 
A spokesman for one said It was 
opposed to a peace plan drawn 
In Pittsburgh. The strikers are 
voting on it anyway. 


Spokesmen for the second 


group of companies said they 
also are opposed to the original 
recommendations and have of 
fered a compromise. The strik- 
ers 
said they wouldn't even 


vote on the substitute, 


The explosion rocked a small 


terminal of B&P Motor Express 
Inc. at Fallston north of Pitts- 
burgh just before dawn* Fire- 
men said the build was a total 
loss. B&P Is headed by Howard 
Miller, chief of the National 
Steel Carriers Association. 


At Greensburg, east of Pitts- 


burgh, state police reported that 
windshields on 10 trucks were 
.smashed by rocks. i?o one was 
hurt.

breaking trucks and a car near 
Mlddletown, Ohio.

William Kusley of Gary, Ind.,

Kusley ordered ms men to be-

Results of the balloting 
aren't expected until the week- 
end, but a source in Pittsburgh 
said early returns Indicate "a 
favorable response." 


Kusley said, however, the 


proposal must be accepted by 
all parties.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


economy surged ahead during 
the third quarter of this year, 
the Commerce Department re* 
ported today, adding strength to 
the Johnson Administration's ar* 
gument for higher taxes, 


In a quarterly report, the de- 


partment said the gross national 
product-^ the value of all goods 
and services produced in the 
economy—jumped $15 billion at 
an annual rate during the third 
quarter, the biggest advance In 
six quarters. 


The increase ended the pause 


in economic grwoth recorded 
during the first half of 1967. 


The $15*billion jump raised the 


annual rate to $790.1 billiondur- 
ing the quarter despite the ef- 
fects of the Ford Motor Co. 
strike and a major strike In the 
copper industry. 


Officials said earlier the Ford 


strike meant a $2*billion trln 
ming of the GNP rate during 
the third quarter. 


The advance, even more bull- 


ish than government economists 
anticipated two months ago, ex-

Fulbright, 
Rusk Conflict 
Sharpening

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


conflict between Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk and Sen. J.W. 
Fulbright Is sharpening as Sen- 
ate criticism of the administra- 
tion's Vietnam policies grows. 


Fulbright, chairman of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, has spearheaded that 
criticism for months. 


While Rusk has been his ur- 


bane and unruffled self through- 
out most of the debate, there 
was a new edge to his voice and 
a new bite to his statements 
Thursday as he hit back at Sen- 
ate critics— particularly Ful- 
bright. 


"That is not true," he replied 


when asked at a news confer- 
ence about Fulbright's remark 
that the United States was at 
fault in the United Nations' In- 
action on Vietnam. 


And, noting Fulbright's ear- 


lier support of the administra- 
tion on Vietnam policy, Rusk 
said: "If people change their 
minds, it's fair to ask on which 
occasion they were right." 


Fulbright, asserting "I be- 


lieve I am right now," later re- 
sumed on the Senate floor his 
objections 
to the administra- 


tion's war policies.
